enrious coincidence, the colored poople of
Philadelphia have selooted for their demon.
strations over the promulgation of the fif.
toenth amendwent the very day on which
the nnreconstructed chivalry of the South are
to decorate the graves of those who fought
and died for ‘‘the lost oause.” Thess two
ceremonies present the two extremes in
forcible contrast. We may gnibble as much
as wo please about the origin and object of
the Rebellion. The privilege of treating the
megro upon the prineciple that he had no
rights which a white man was bound to
respect was the pivot upon which the whole
struggle turned; it was to maintain this
privilege that the South rushed to arms and
attempted to,destroy the Union; it was the
natural snd inevitable sequence of their
defeat that every trace of this inhuman

maxim should be rooted out. The
restoration of the Union, with the
institution of slavery preserved intact,

was an absolute impossibility from tho start,
although good and patriotic men ten years
ago did not hesitate to declare that such a
consnmmation was both practicable and de-
girable, Slavery went down with the sinking
fortuues of the Rebellion, and as soon as the
war was fairly at an end, it was patent to
everybody that the negro must be placed on
an absolute equality before the law with the
white man, if we wonld not yield up to our
dafeated foes half of the fruits of the conflict,
Without the ballot in the Sonthern States, the
freedman was still at the mercy of his ene-
mies, and when the ballot was once placed
in his bands in the Sonthern States, consis-
tency, aside from simple justice, demanded
that the negro of the North, who had never
bowed under the yoke of servitude, should be
equally favored. To consummate the work
of the war, therefore, the fifteenth amend-
ment was proposed by Congress, and, despite
the factious opposition of the Democratic
party of the North, it has become a part of
tho fundamental law of the land.

The incorporation of this vital principle in
the Constitution of the United States is an
ovent which deserves notable recognition at
the hnnds of these whom it affects most
deeply, and the colored citizens of Ihiladel-
phia are celebrating it in & manner which is
both fitting and impressive. As we write, the
preparations for their grand demonstration
are being perfected on a scale that promises
to render it an occasion that will long be re-
membered, and in a manner that evinces no
disposition to disorder or unseemly vaunting.
This day {5 a great day for the colored people

a veritable day of jubilee—and all good
and law-nbiding citizens will look npon their
demonstrations of rejoicing without any dis-
position to envy or molest them,

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MORE NAPOLEONIC LOGIC,
Tne proclamation of the Kmperor has been
promptly followed by the manifesto of the
ministry, which we published yesterday. The
Intter doonmont bretthes a spirit akin to that
of the former, ond both alike appenl to the
people for an affirmative vota on the plebisait
for the sake of one prime objeet. Says the
Ewperor, “Give me a new proof of confi.
dence in bringing to the ballot-box an aflir.
mative vote, * * * and yon will rendor ensier
in the futura the transmission of the crown
to my son;” and the obedient ministers echo
his appeal, **to the end that on the throne, as
in the humblest dwelling, the son may soc-
ceed the father in peace and quiet.” DBut the
winisterial manifesto makes an important ad-
wission, which is of marked signiticance, It
a-ks:—

“t"'an they [the revolntionary party) ignore the
fact that to wbstain from voting or to vole *no' will
be Lo strengthen those who only combat the trans-
formation of the empire in order that they may de-
stroy it, and with it the political and sooial organl-
Zation to which Franoe owes her groatuess?”

Here the Emperor, speaking through the
ministry, frankly acknowledges that the re.
fusal of "the people to “‘approve tha liberal
reforms which have been effected in the con-
stitution since 1860 by the Emperor,” and to
“ratify the Senatus Consultum of April 20,
1570," whether this refusal be manifested by
a negative vote or bya silent protest, will be
an open condemnation of the imperial régime,
a direct deflance of the imperial power, To
still further strengthen their appeal, the min-
jsters assert that the Emperor ‘*does not sur-
render the empire to discussion; he submits
to a vote only its liberal transformation.” If
the poople choose liberty and order under the
empire, well and good—for the snke of the
penceful transmission of the erown to his son,
be is willing that they shonld go choose. But
if they do mnot select this side of
the question, they are declared to be revolu-
tionary in spirit, enemies of peace and order,
and ns false to the principle and practice of
liberty as they are unfriendly to the imperial
regime, The invention of this one-horned
dileruma is worthy the genins of Napoleon.
He has driven the whole Irench peopla to
the wall, and given them the choice between
absolute obedience and outlawry. Doubtless
he and his ministers are fully confident of a
favorable result, fully persuaded that only
those who are already proclaimed as *‘irrecon-
cilables” will elact to vote “‘no"” on the plebis-
cite, or abstain from voting altogether. The
winistry and their imperial master being
thus confident of an aflirmative response, the
words of M. Ollivier—

“When 1 hewr you maintaln, as an lavineihle
thesis, thet uuiversal suffrage carries with L the
destruction of a  monarchionl govermmoent, 1 say
experience prononnces ngalnst you"—

are clothed with even stronger signiflcance
than they possess intrinsically, and the vot-
ing upon the plebiscite resolves itself into an
ewpty and ridiculous farce. Buat neither
Emperor nor ministry should forget that in
the appeals made by both, great stress is lnid
upon the eight millions of votes by which the
Bounsparte throne was set up a second time,
The day may yet come when, by an equally
unanimous vote, that same throne will be
toppled over, Napoleon evidently realizes
the possibility of such a revulsion in popular
sentiment, aud rightly fears that his death
may prove the sigoal for its practical expres-
sion, His anxiety to strengthen the chanoes
of the DPrines Imperal is quite
natural, and the fesling which: prompts it
is ns purdonuble in his guse as it is in that
of the hinmblest parent in the land. Just at
present the lovers of liberty and order
throughout the wcivilized world are arrayed
on his side, for the empire, as he claims in
his proclamation of Sunday, “‘has procurad
for Frunce eighteen years of ealm and pros-
perity, which have not been without glory,”
snd which the Republic that preceded the
Empire gave but little promise of securing.
The e¢rimes whioch in the past have been
perpetrated in France in tho nume of liburty
bava dope mueh to alienate the sympathy of
the liberal people of all other nations, and
to cunse them to regard order without liberty
ps better than liberty without order. But

when the Republic again rises from the roins |

of the Ewpire, it is possible that by that
time her devolees muay prove sufiiciently
sebouled by adversily to avoid excess, aad to
give to Prunce both liberty and order without
the empire,
